The fire, which destroyed the bank 
barn of Mr. 
Mickley, resulting in 
a 
loss estimated from $4,000 to $5,000, 
was believed at the time to have been 
started by 
a tram p which had 
been 
seen in the 
vicinity of O rrtanna 
for 
several days prior. 
It is said on sev­ 
eral occasions he was found asleep in 
different 
barns 
and 
was 
asked 
to 
leave. 
I n i n was arrested after being 
about 
the neighborhood 
for several 
days, apparently doing nothing. 
Very little is known about the man 
save that he first came to O rrtanna a 
short time before the fire occurred and 
w ent fro rh door to door seeking food, 
it 
is said.

in their barn. 
In the short time 
he 
was 
in the county, he became 
well­ 
known by the fact that he has lost his 
right foot and part of his lower leg. 
He wears an iron peg on the stum p. 
It is said that 
on the night of the 
fire, Irvin w as seen leaving the barn 
about 
five minutes 
before the 
fire 
broke out. No one of the Mickley fam ­ 
ily had been to the bam in the even­ 
ing and from 
his suspicious 
actions 
since the fire, it is believed th a t he 
may be responsible for the blaze. The 
fire was discovered in the straw mow 
about 7:45. No one had bee** in that 
mow for two days, it is said, and Mr. 
Mickley had not given Irvin permis­ 
sion to sleep there that night. 
It is 
believed that Irvin went into the mow- 
early in the evening to spend the night 
and while there set fire to the straw 
which he was unable to entinguish. 
The barn was burned to the ground 
together with 
much farm machinery 
and a m ajority of M r. Mickley’s crops. 
The livestock was all saved, however. 
The property was partly covered 
by 
insurance. M r. Mickley has not s ta r t­ 
ed to rebuild his property.

INCOMPETENTS ARE KEPT 
The annual turnover iii the govern­ 
ment service Is something almost in­ 
credible. 
No 
business 
corporation, 
however 
strongly 
established, could 
long endure the heavy annual drain on 
its resources. 
Hundreds of men leave 
the government service daily; and 
new, untrained people have to he taken 
on and taught to do the work. 
This 
costs 
money, 
as 
every 
employer 
knows. 
The resignations from tile govern­ 
ment service are chiefly from the su­ 
pervisory and most highly paid posi­ 
tions and from the very lowest grades. 
The men at the top, lf they have any 
initiative or ability or ambition to 
make a name for themselves, are of­ 
fered private employment at double 
or treble or more what tile govern­ 
ment can pay them. 
The people in 
the lowest grades leave for private 
employment when opportunity affords 
because in too many instances they 
actually cannot keep body aud soul 
together on their government pay. 
It Is the people iii the middle class 
who stay on the longest. 
The whole 
constant process makes for a steady 
deterioration 
iii the quality of die 
government service and tends to re­ 
tain tile mediocre In public employ­ 
ment.' 
The civil service commission, through 
which the great hulk of government 
employees are brought into the sere 
ice, is acutely aware of tills condition 
its reports give emphasis to the diffi­ 
culty constantly experienced in secur­ 
ing and retaining competent employ­ 
ees. The rotation in office has become 
increasingly frequent and vitally Im­ 
pairs the efficiency of tile service. 
During the war there was a lower 
rate of turnover In tile mechanical 
forces durn iii outside establishments. 
The proposition of separations. Iiow- 
eve- is excessive in clerical, profes­ 
sional 
aud 
technical 
positions, 
iii 
which die rate of turnover sometimes 
amounts to u third of the force in a 
year. 
During the nine months preceding 
the armistice more titan tio.ooo ap­ 
pointments were made Iii the civil 
service and about L’M.UtK) separations 
occurred—that is, for every two ap­ 
pointments made one person left the 
service. For a period of similar length 
following the armistice only flu per 
cent us many appointments were mode, 
hut there were nearly Ti per cent more 
separations. 
In this period almost us 
many positions were vacated as were 
tilled. 
The exigencies of die war required 
a 
great 
expansion 
of 
the 
clerical 
forces at Washington and elsewhere 
ami this was accomplished by a labor 
turnover several times above normal. 
The percentage of declinations of sp ­ 
irant incuts among eligibles on the civ­ 
il service register increased iii i n ny 
Installers from 30 to more than 50 per 
cent— that Is, more limn half the »ten 
aud women who successfully passed 
civil service examinations and were 
offered Jobs under the government re­ 
fused to take them. 
It is ostium* *d 
that more than 050,000 of those who 
met the te-t were appointed during 
that time.
